Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant initiated the interview; the purpose of the interview in 
general was reduce the issues associated with the application. The following is a summary of the points raised by 
applicant's representative Jeffrey Canfield. 

First, we discussed the rejection of applicants 1.131 affidavit that was rejected by the examiner in the previous office 
action. The examiner explained that in order to "use reduction to practice" in affidavit then applicant would need to 
provide evidence of the reduction to practice. Applicant asked whether the examiner would consider the computer 
program code included in the disclosure as evidence. The examiner responded that it could be considered if applicant 
was able to point relevant modules of being relied upon as evidence. 

Second, we agreed on some definitions to ensure that the examiner and applicant were on the same page: "charging" 
means to demand payment; and "link transversal" is described as two subsequent entries A and B in a log file 
(presumably made by the same user). 

Third, applicant argues that "charging for advertising" is well known. Because of this applicant's disclosure provides 
adequate written description of "charging for advertising". The examiner's response was that she agreed that "charging 
for advertising" was well known and because of this wondered that applicant is claiming an admitted well known 
method. Fourth, applicant argued that although the "charging for advertising" is known, "charging for advertising ... 
based on the links" was not well known. In response, the examiner pointed out that since the combination of the two 
(i.e. "charging for advertising" and "based on the link traversals") was being argued by applicant as not being well 
known, then applicant's disclosure should provide enablement for the combination. To clarify the examiner hopes that 
applicant understands that the 112, 1st rejection is being made on the combination of the claimed elements. The 
interview for this application concluded with a brief discussion of case law associated with 112, 1 St..
